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EXAMINING SHIPHERD. 


Congressman Blount, of Georgia, Plies the Peruvian 
obber with Questions. 


WasninGton, April 10.—The @xamination 
of Shipherd by the foreign relatids commit- 
tee to-day, was conducted by Mr. Blount, of 
Georgia. The witness displayed considerable 
skill and ingenuity in expiaining the passages 
Which Mr. Blount quoted from his letters, 
giving to them interpretations other than the 
ones Which obviously suggested themselves to 
the committee. 

GRANT'S RELATLONS TO THE COMPANY. 

In reply to the question, “What Shipherd 
meantin writing “Grant is new one of us,’”’ 
the witness said be had regretted the use of 
that term, but it was written when in a great 
hurry. The fact was that the interview 
wWhereat Mr. Grant was informed of our de- 
sire to put him at the head of the company, 
Grant had declined to invest, but had ex- 
pressed his good will toward the company, 
and said it was entitled to the co-operation ot 
the government. Witnesssaid General Grant 
wus never # stockholder, but feeling that they 
could count upon his z,00d olfices even more 
than if he were astockheolder, he, witness, in 
a letter te Hurlbut had spokon ef Grant in 
that way as being ‘‘one of us.’ 

RETAINING CONK LING AND CHANDLER, 

It had been intended to retaim Conkling 
and Walliam EK. Chandler. Conkling was_no- 
titied and expressed his willingness to accept 
a retainer, but his services were not needed, 
neither were those ef Chandler, and nothing 
was said to Chandler. Reading further from 
Shipherd’s letter to Hurlbut, Mr. Blount 
asked who were the parties with whom you 
say you were holeing confidential correspon- 
dence. Witness declined to answer, intima- 
ting that the committee were exceeding the 
range of their investigation and obtruding 
upon purely private matters. 

BLAIR IN THE (ASE, 

‘Witness stated that be-was first introduced 
to Senator Blair by ex-Senator Cragin, but 
declined to state whether he wus advised by 
the latter gentleman to employ Senator Blair. 
Hie (witness) had severa! reasous for desiring 
to secure Slair as counsel, primarily because 
he believed Blair could induce. the secretary 
togive the metter. prompt attention. Witness 
was asked, “To whom did Senator Dlair ex- 
pect you to guote the secretary, when he told 
you to quote him strong?’’*and replied, **Hay- 
ing no access to the senator’s mindy I cannot 
state.”’ Yitness here took Occa- 
sion to tnuke a vroneral defense 
of bis correspondence, asserting, with empha- 
sis, that he dealt ontv in facts and with abso- 
lute candor: that hewas wiilipy to make his 
correspondence a part of his sworn evidence 
und stand by its trethfulness. Witness de- 
clined to whatsum was paid as are- 
tainer to Senator Biair. The exact amount 
was returned by him Blair, early in Novem 
ber, several! weeks before the assembling ef 
congress. 

A GENERAL DEFENSE. 

Represertative Blount then asked if the 
witness had anything further to offer in just'- 
fication ef his charge that minister Hurlbut 
had been influenced against the Peruvian 
company by the Credit Industriel. Shipherd 
replied at some length that he had already 
been charged with pursuing an attack upon 
the repute.tion of a dead man, and he did not 
care to go further or say anything that ‘vas 
not directly in the line of his own justitica- 
tion.

CHARLESTON, April 10.—In the United

A Letter from the Sege of Gramercy to the Jefferson!- 


an Clab of New Haven. 

New Haven, Conn., April 3.—The Jefferso- 
nian club, of this city, celebrated the anni- 
versary of the birthday of Thomas Jefferson 
at their club rooms on Chapel street this even- 
ing. A large number of invited guests from 
Various parts ol the state Were present. Let- 
ters of regret were read from ex-Governor R. 
D. Hubbard, Congressman James Phelps; ex- 
crovernor english, ex-Governor Pond, Gen- 
eral Hancock, Samuel J. Tilden and other 
distinguished democrats. After the installa- 
tion ol oflicers, an address of welcome was 
made by Senator W. J. Mills, president of the 
elub. The letters of declination were read. by 
ex-Senator Caleb B. Bowers, and an eloquent 
eulogy onthe lite and character of ‘Thomas 
Jetierson was delivered by William Parsons, 
editor of the New Hiaven Register. At the 
close of the banquet, speeches were made by 
ex-Governor Hyde, Hon. E. 8. Cleveland otf 
Hartford, Francis A. Warden of Stamford, 
Hon. Thomas Wentworth of Redding, ex-

MER. TILDEN’S LETTER, 
Issv.—Gentiemen: T have

Altbough Lam ob:sized to deny myself the pleasure 
of meeditg with you on dial occasion, Il share the 
feeling Which bribg you tomether. Mr Jefferson has 
mals titles to the reverence ol the Amerivau people 
aud of alJ lovers of liberty thronghout the world. 
Hie was among the earliest, Must resolute and mos! 
steadfast of the patriots who upheld the popular 
rights in the iucipient struggles of our revolution, 
when the part he took required a higher order ot 
ecourave, of self-denial and of genius than were 
necesmury at any subsequent period of our history 
Hi anned the immortal statement of the princi 
ple that led our ancestors to assert the independent 
existe .ce of our country, aud Which has 
been substaztially adopted as a model for every 
people who have since attempted to establish 
national independence on the basis of human 
rights. He was first in his day wo completels 
emancipate hisowun miud from the mouarchical 
and’ aristocratic traditions which still enslaved 
most of the best intellects of the country. But the 
ebligations of the world to Mr. Jeiferson do not 
end here. On the completion of the federal consti 
tution Gouverneur Morris being asked what he 
thought of it, answered “that depends upen how 
it is construed.” After the organizauion of the 
federa] government a powerful Class sought to im- 
press upon its practical working the similitude of 
the British sysiem. Mr. Jeffersou was the great 
leader of the purty formed to resist these efforts 
and to hold our institutions to the popular charac- 
ter Which was understood to belong to them when 
the constitution was ratitied by the 
people. by his inflexible adher- 
ence to free principles, by his 
untiring efforts. by his counsels and by che magic 
of his pen, he was the principal agent in rescuring 
from its greatest peril and while yetin its infancy, 
government by the people, for the people. The 
arduous contest resultes in a political revolution 
which brought Mr. Jefferson into the presidency. 
He put the ship of state, to use his own expression, 
on the ‘republican track.’’ He arrested centraliz- 
ing tendencies: reinvigorated local self-goveriment; 
restored the rights of the states, and protected and 
enlarged the domain of the individual judgment 
and conscience. For eight vears he administered 
the government, and for sixteen years it was ad- 
minis.ered by his pupils under his observation and 
advice. Thus was established a habit which laggely 
shaped the standards for the guidance of the popu- 
lar judgment, the modes of thinking statesmen and 
the general course of government for sixty years. 
How important such a habit is will be appreciat- 
ed when we consider that usurpation has always 
been successfully accomplished in other countries 
by men wielding the executive power, and when 
we are reminded that Jefferson sincerely feared 
that Hamilton, who thought our government a 
‘frail and worthless fabric,’’ would change itif be 
came into power, and when we also recall the fact 
that Hamilton himself has left on record his belief 
that Kurr would have wroughta personal usurpa- 
tion if he could have apne er the presidency. Mr. 
Jefferson gave to our administrative system an 
aspect of republican complicity, repressed jobbery, 
as well as all perversion of power and 
by his precepts, his iijufluence and _ his 
example, elevated the standard of political morals 
In his personal practice he was not oly pure, but 
to make hisexample more effective, he refrained, 
while administering the greatest of official trusts, 
from ail attempts tu increase his own fortune, even 
by methods open to every privatecitizen. Ina pe-

ome Very Cerious Proceedings Reported Concerning 
Land Office Sales. 

Wasnineton, D. C., April 5.—Some very 
curious proceedings mn connection With the 
sale of public lands are reported from the in- 
terior department, in Nhich some of the high 
officials ure said to be involved. It is charged 
that a rich tract of 5,000 acres within a tew 
miles of Toledo. for which there were willing 
purchasers at from $30 to $50 per acre, has re- 
cently been disposed of by public auction to 
a set of government Jand-sbarks at the mini- 
mum price which can be received for public 
lands—31.25 per acre. Another set of land 
grabbers who were reaching for the prize, 
having been shufout in this transaction, the 
whole business is on the point of being ex- 
pressed. 

THE FACTS, 
as far as known, appear to be about as fol- 
lows: A certain tract of swamp land contig- 
vous to the city of Toledo, O., bas been held 
for anumber of years past by a club of New 
York and Chicago sporting gentlemen, known 
as the “‘New York and Chicago Ducking 
club,” of which President Arthur is said to 
be a member. Recently some speculators 
discovered that the tract was publie land, 
liable to entry under the homestead law, and 
thatthe ducking clab had no title to it. 
Prospectors shortly began to locate upon it, 
and a survey was called forand made in May, 
1881, being approved by the general land 
office in December, 1881. A week later, and 
before the settlers bad time to file claims, the 
lands were 
ADVERTISED FOR PUBLIC SALE 

here on Febru:ry 15 last. The settlers tiled 
notice of appeal, and the sale was postponed 
by order of the secretary of the interior. 
They were given to understand that due 
notice would be given of the day of sale. 
but it appears that the only notice given 
was the posting of a small card in the 
general land oftice on the fifth of March an- 
nouncing the sale four days later. An ut 
tornev for some of the would be buyers saw 
the notice, but was informed that the sale 
would be postponed becanse the state of Ohio 
had entered a claim for land under the 
swamp-land act. The settlers on the lund did 
not hear of the posting of the notice. 

It was decided against the claim of the 
state of Ohioat 11:45 a. m. and fifteen min- 
utes afterwards the 5,000 acres were put up at 
public sale and the bulk of the tract knocked 
down at $1.25 per acre to the agent’ of the 
Ducking club, who was the only bidder pres- 
ent except the atterney before mentioned 
who ran a few of the bids up to $10 per acre. 
The claimants protested against these pro- 
ceedings while their appeals were pending. 
but they were quieted with the statement 
that their appeals would be heard before the 
patents for the land were issued, About a 
week ago the patents were seut up for de- 
cision, and the claimants have been informed 
they will be issued immediately. An in- 
junction has been applied for against the

THE ELECTORAL COUNT. 

The Edmunds bill, practically in its original 
form, was taken up in the senate last Thurs- 
day, and passed without a call for yeas and 
nays. No party or sectional lines were drawn 
upon it, although some of the democratic 
senators were inclined to think 
proper remedy consists, ;not in an act of con- 
gress, but in a constitutional amendment. 

The bill as it goes to the house provides: 

1. That the electors in each state shall meet 
on the second Monday in January, instead of 
December, thus giving more time to settle 
any disputes there may be as to the issue of 
the popular election in the preceding Novem- 
ber at which the electors were chosen. 

2. That each state shall determine by its 
own tribunals, and according to the laws in ex- 
istence at the time of the election, any con- 
troversy there may be as to what persons have 
been chosen or appointed as presidential elec- 
tors. 

3. The decision reached by the proper state 
tribunal is made final, ‘and it is provided that 
the vote shall be counted by congress as cast 
by the electors thus confirmed. 

4. Whenever only one return is received 
by congress from any state, it cannot be re- 
jected except by separate vote of both houses. 

5. Whenever there are returns from 
any state, that vote shall be counted by con- 
gress Which has been confirmed by the law- 
ful state tribunal, and whenever a question 
is raised in congress as to which of two or 
more tribunals is lawfully competent to’ de- 
termine a disputed election, then the two 
houses, acting separately, must concurrently 
agree which tribunal is lawful and which of 
the contesting votes shall be counted. The 
same course followed in case of a 
contest which has not. been determined by : 
state tribunal. 

6. It is finally provided that if the counting 
of the votes by congress shall not have been 
completed by the fifth calendar dav after the 
meeting of congress for that purpose, then no 
recess shall be taken by either house until 
the counting be finished. 

This bill was once before sent to the 
house bearing the senate’s approyal, but it 
did not in the first instance command sufii- 
cient support to be taken up out of its order. 
It is believed that a different fate awaits it in 
the present house—not that it wholly meets 
the views of the members, but because it re- 
moves much of the uncertainty that has here- 
tofore attended the most important part of 
our electoral system. 

The great feature of the bill consists in the 
reference of any contest that party greed or 
faction may create, to the state most deeply 
interested. If it becomesa law a state that 
does not before November, provide a 
tribunal in whichsuch a contest can be 
quickly decided, need not blame anyone out- 

side of its own limits if its will in a presi- 
dential count is disfgarded ; for 
the bili looks to the 
tion of a court—probably, the supreme court 
of each state—to decide what return is legal 
and right. If astate takes steps to prevent 
the sending up of more than one return, no 
trouble can follow; and if more than one is 
sent to the senate the bill affords as good a 
chance for an honest decision as any that can 
be devised. 

We certainly need a definite law on the sub- 
ject, anda law that makes the decision of 
the state tribunals final and conclusive is 
certainly to be trusted. It takes the real 
count out of the hands of congress—a body 
that should have nothing to do with it be- 
yond a mere clerical opening and tabulation 
of the returns. The responsibility for cor- 
rect returns is put upon the states, or just 
where it belongs, and where for the sake 
of peace and the permanence of our insti- 
tutions it should be vested. So long as a bet- 
ter measure is practically out of the question, 
we do not see how any member of the house 
who puis a high value on public security and 
tranquillity can vote against the senate bill. 
It should be adopted, as it wasin the senate, 
unanimously, for the purpose of preventing 
any return of the dangers of 1876. Under its 
provisions Mr. Tilden would have secured 
the office that the people declared he should 
have, but which he was cheated out of through 
the devices that a defective and indefinite 
law rendered possible in conjunction with 
the villiany of the two Chandlers and their 
associates.

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CARP CULTURE, 
Facts Connected With the Government Experiment in 
Fish Development. 

From the Washington Star. 

fhe yearly draining off o& the water from gov- 
erninent carp ponds was commenced last Saturday 
and was centinued Monday. Results show that 
the season for breeding bas been successful be- 
yond the expectation of Professor Baird. There 
are now three large ponds in which fish have been 
cultivated. Inthe group at the foot ot the Wash- 
ington monument, another, much larger than the 
others, will be added the coming season, contain- 
ing eight acres. This pond will be completed in a 
few days, When the water will be let in and a stock 
of about two hundred and fifty large carp will be 
putin, which, it is expected, will materially in- 
crease the annual supply to meet the orders re- 
ceived constantly by Professor Baird. The number 
of young carp of last year’s spawn thus far taken 
out of these ponds and placed in the peols on the 
small island by the lakes is estimated to be about 
‘40,000. These are the young fish hatched out last 
season in May, June and July, and are now of 
nearly @ uniform size, healthy, and just in a con- 
dition to be shipped. The entire number sent from 
this city last year by Professor Baird was about 200.- 
ovo. That number will probably be nearly doubled 
this year, The large pond will be stocked this 
spring for the first time, and it is thought will swell 
the number to be distributed next year to at least 
1,000,000. There are about seventy of the original 
fish brought from Germany still alive in the sea 
ponds. They are about ss inches in length and 
large in proportion. Some of them weigh from fif- 
teen to twenty-five pounds.

What ate 
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Everything Moving Raplidly—The New Cotton Mills 
and the Cotton Seed Milis—The Compress, Ete. 

It is understood that contracts will be closed 
to-day for the purchase of a complete outtit 
of ten thousand spindles for the Cotton Expo- 
sition mills. The executive committee, in 
whose hands the making of the contract has 
been placed, have been consulting with prom- 
inent machine men for several days. The 
contract will probably be closed, the mill 
filled with machinery at once and the mill in 
operation before fall. 

Myself and my partner, Mr. Post,’’ said Mr 
Grant Wilkins, on yesterday,as he sat at the 
circus watching the trick horses,’’ have just 
bought the six acreson which this tent is 
pitched.”’ 

‘What are you going to do with it 

“We are going to put up shops to carry on 
our work of bridge making. We do several 
hundred thousand dollars worth of work 
vearly and we need large shops at which to 
prepare our material. We will build on this 
six acres, at once, shops that will give em- 
ployment to from 250to300 men. At present 
we are working a large force at our shops, 
nearthe site of the old rolling mill, but we 
have bought now and we _—'will 
build our own shops and enlarge our works.”

and shipped. The specification for the 
building are now in the hands of the contrac- 
tors. The plans were drawn by Messrs. Bruce 
& Morgan, who made the plans for the Nash- 
ville mill. As soon as the bids are all in the 
work will be started, and the mill will be 
ready for the fall business. 


The ground has been broken by Messrs. 
-arrott, Inman, Turner and others for a new 
cotton compress and building of the same 
size of the one now owned and operated by 
these gentlemen. The building will be fin- 
ished and the press put in position as rapidly 
as possible.
